But the attorney general 
now warns Weinatock that a combina- 
tion of any sort "to fix prices" is Ille- 
gal. He adds In the name breath that 
the law canot be enforced. 


It would be Immoral for a state of* 


flctr to break a law on the mere 
ground that It cannot be enforced, or 
to encourage the breaking of a law. 
But is It any more Immoral than to 
have a law on the statute books that 
all Immoral man are violating daily 
for Immoral purposes, and that pre- 
vents moral men from pursuing per-, 
fectly legitimate purposes. 


If tbe state law stands In the way

ureaucrat reactionaries. 


Probably there has been no example 


in a generation of a President so 
trimming his sails with reference to 
tha coming of a new election, as in 
the case of Wilson. In fact, Mr* Wil- 
son's =conr«e has been markedly Apo- 
litical" "In substance and careful 
In 


form- He hu protested that he 
would not make a "campaign,** would 
not make any politcal toura because 
It did not comport with the dignity of 
hla office, and has protested much 
that h* would not let politics influence 
hla political actions- Yet, in fact, his 
policies have in fact changed contin- 
ually with reference to tha coming 
election. He sneered at preparedness 
until he found that tha country de- 
manded preparedness.

The Dobrudja was next heard of in 


:he last quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. At that time Russia had van- 
quished Turkey with some help from 
Rumania to annex the Dodrudja, with 
ts 7.500 square miles of territory and

for the mast cry of the Balkans 


and of the "bridge" from Berlin to 
Bagdad. 


Trajan's legionaries called it Scythia 


Minor %vhen they marched over it to 
carry the fame and. power ot Rome 
across ther Danube, to the vast plains 
of the greater Scythia. The peasants 
of Dobrudja still point out a scatterd 
ruin, running along the yailroad from 
Tcliernuvoda to 
Kustenje, and 
tell 


the traveller that it is the remnant 
of Trajan's wall, the barrier which the 
emperor built- in tho 'first half of the 
second century to guard his eastern 
realm from the incuraion.jof the Scyth- 
ians. 
Though archaeologists throw 


doubt upon the authenticity of the 
ruin, tbe Belief in its antiquity, gives 
some idea of the depth to which the 
roots of Dobrudja extend In the soil 
of Time. 


The present name of the Dobrudja 


originated In one of those 
political 


earthquakes whtcff hrtve shaken the 
Balkan Peninsula and its peoples at 
all too frequent intervals Mince the 
beginnings of history- 
It was in the 


fourteenth century, when" (lie Romans 
were hardly more than a memory In 
the Balkans, that a Bulgarian prince, 
Dobritch, established in that corner of 
the world a. Bulgarian principality. 
The town of Dobritch. which the Ru- 
manians lost to the. Bulgarian re- 
cently, is named for that prince. The 
AvarS™'Dobrudja "ts a corruption—of the 
same name. 
& 


Prince Dobritch made Dobrudja a 


power In the eastern world for a brief 
period- 
He challenged the might of 


the Byzantine empire, took Verna, the 
adjacent port on the Black Sea, from 
the emperor and even ventured upon 
a path of maritime conquest by send- 
ing a fleet to the aid of his.Jjrother- 
m-law, who was contesting the throne 
of Trebzond, on the Black Sea. 


Then came the Turks, and history 
ceased in Dobrudja as a clock ceases 
Iwhen It has run down. 


Its iiUO.Otn) souls.—In return, however, 
Russia herself annexed the Rumanian 
province of Bessarabia- The congress 
of Berlin sanctioned the transaction. 


This was a poor exchange for the 


Rumanians from every point of view 


nd it had .on incidental effect .of 


bringing Rumania InAo chronic friction 
with the newly created Bulgaria, be- 
cause the territory taken over by the 
government at Bucharest belonged to 
Bulgaria geographically, racially and 
strategically. 


A marsh In the north, an arid desert 
n the middle, and mountainous in * 
good part of the region where it ts 
neither desert nor marsh, the Dob 
ruilja as defined at the congress- of 
Berlin touched along its (southern bor- 
der a singularly -fertile part of Bul- 
garia—the plains around Sllistria, Tut 
rakan, on the Danube, and the Dob- 
ritch region. So, to compensate them 
selves for the loss of Bessarabia to 
their ally, Russia, the Rumanians 
watched their opportunity. 


That 
opportunity came in 1913. 


Bulgaria, engaged with four nations, on 
her southern, western and 
eastern 


fronts, was confronted with a demand 
from Bucharest for the cession of the 
rich strip of territory adjoining the 
Dobrudja. 
"When- Bulgaria refused to 


accede 
to 
this 
demand, 
Rumania 


marched In and occupied Siliatria, 
Tutrakan and all the territory which 
she coveted." The treaty of Bucharest, 
of which Russia was the sponsor, con- 
firm^n~"Ri]mania-ln*~h"er"pbssession of 
nearly 3,000 square miles of the most 
productive territory of the Bulgarian 
kingdom. 


But it is the unexpected that hap- 


pens in the Balkans, far 
more fre- 


quently than that which Is expected. 
Another change has been wrought in 
the fast-moving Panflrama of Balkan 
events. Russia decree of. 1S7S has been 
partly undone by matching battalions, 
and the fragments of .the treaty of 
1913. have been scattered to the winds 
by mailed hands.

Even though a majority ot the raisins 
were already stacked when the rains 
commenced', it was admitted that the 
standard ot the crap would sutler mar 
terially. 
"There Is between fifty and sixty 


per cent ot the crop In the neld yet," 
said Glften yesterday1. "If the weather 
clears up and nets good, much of this 
wilt be saved, hut If the rains continue 
the loss will undoubtedly be heavy. 


"There Is no way to tell for a cer- 


tainty at this time just what the dam- 
age K 
That will nil be"Vearned In 


due time. -Even senrilnp men over the 
tield would not help in ascertaining 
the loss. 
"There ure no selling prices being 


fixed just yet. We will await the out- 
come or the weather before announc- 
ing new prices. 
If the damage done 


is not too heavy the loss may be ad 
justed by an increase in .the selling 
price, but if the injury to the crop i 
too great-an-altempt to adjust 
the 


loss by raising the prires would- make 
the cost of the crop prohibitive.

day is better than rain,
